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No to more apartments? 

BIG TURN-OUT EXPECTED AT TONIGHT’S COUNCIL MEETING 


ANOTHER full house in expected at Seaton 
Town Hall tonight (Tuesday) when the town 
council meet to discuss the plan by McCarthy 
& Stone to build 43 retitrement apartments on 
the Seaton regeneration site. 

In the first of their new schedule of meetings, which 
sees the council move away from holding their full coun¬ 
cil meeting on the second Tuesday of every month, 
tonight’s meeting has been switched to the main hall be¬ 
cause a large crowd of residents are expected to attend. 

There is growing dissatisfaction in the town over the 
plan to build the retirement apartments on the site ad¬ 
jacent to Tesco rather than the expected 100-room 
hotel, as originally planned. 

One councillor is expected to claim that Seaton has 
been “stitched up” by East Devon District Council, the 
planning authority and Tesco over broken promises for 
the development of the generation site. 

Two hundred houses are also planned for the site but 
the town council was up in arms when it was revealed 
that none of these would be affordable homes. 

Whilst there is an acceptance that the proposed 
Jurassic Coast Centre, also planned for the site, will 
bring more people into the town, some traders are still 
sceptical about the siting of such a facility. 

Despite sterling efforts of the Town Development 
Team, now hived off into a separate organisation and

not a town council committee, to attract more people 
into the town centre, footfall numbers have declined 
dramatically since the demise of the Lyme Bay Holi¬ 
day Village site where Tesco is situated. 

One motion that will go before tonight’s meeting will 
come from district councillor and former mayor Peter 
Burrows, who will move: “This council informs East 
Devon District Council that Seaton wishes to see a 
growing vibrant town with an opportunity for business 
to expand. This will not be achieved if we continue to 
allow more homes, specifically for older people, being 
built.” 

Another subject of much concern in Seaton is the un¬ 
kempt state of the former Woolworth building in Ma¬ 
rine Place, which has been unoccupied for many years. 

Deputy chairman John Meakin will table a motion 


at tonight’s meeting urging the council to contact the 
owners of the building and ask them to tidy up its ap¬ 
pearance. 

On a more positive note, town clerk Chris Drake will 
present a report tonight on how the £82,000 of plan¬ 
ning gain (Section 106) funding from East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council will be spent in the town. 

In a consultaion process with the people of Seaton, 
with 279 responding, 47 per cent voted in favour of 
creating a mini-adventure golf course to replace the 
simple putting green in Seafield Gardens at a cost of 
£74,000. 

Other matters to be discussed at tonight’s meeting 
will include the setting up of a Seaton Youth Council 
to encourage younger people to engage in the election 
process and be able to express their views in a friendly 
environment. 

Councillors will also discuss dedicating a seat at the 
Cliff Field Gardens in memory of the late Chris 
Byrne-Jones.

AXMINSTER 

Better service 
on the buses 

TOURISTS and locals are set to benefit from more re¬ 
liable bus travel between Axminster and Bridport 
and beyond, it has been claimed. 

But buses will only go as far as Dorchester and the 
last buses in and out of Axminster are an hour earlier 
than was the case with the previous timetable. 

Bus operator First has introduced a new timetable, 
the main difference being much improved Sunday 
services.lt is also hoped the changes will make life 
easier for passengers using the bus to connect with 
trains at Axminster (and Dorchester). 

Under the previous timetable, particularly during 
summer, delays were frequent and made the bus an 
unreliable option for connecting train passengers. 

The new timetable came into effect on Sunday May 
25th and is valid up to and including Saturday Sep¬ 
tember 27th.Service 31 has been renamed X31 and is 
based on a Monday to Sunday timetable as opposed 
to the previous concept of a Monday to Saturday one 
plus a separate Sunday timetable. 

The major difference is the fact that Sunday serv¬ 
ices will, in effect, become hourly and earlier.

itics, though I doubt he will hang on to that claim at 
the General Election when they won’t have the ad¬ 
vantage of proportional representation to assist 
their cause. 

They are not, and will never be, a party capable 
of forming a Government but they will inflict 
greater influence in the years to come. 

In East Devon UKIP, incredibly, amassed 14,425 
votes, pushing the Tories into second place with 
(13,647), followed by the Greens (4,975), Labour 
(3,623) and the Lib Dems, so strong on the ground 
in these parts, (3,085). 

The Lib Dems, of course, are claiming they have 
suffered so badly by being in Government, with 
their long serving MEP Graham Watson losing his 
seat, and taking the brunt of the anti-Euro vote. 

Whenever a major party takes a kicking they al¬ 
ways come back with the retort: “We will listen and 
change”. They rarely do. 

We often say of politicians “they just don’t get it”, 
but am I being blissfully naive in thinking this 
might just be the watershed in British politics that 
is long overdue; the one seismic event that redraws 
the political map for a fairer and more balanced so¬ 
ciety? Should we be thanking Nigel Farage rather 
than demonising him?

HONITON 

Cash is available 
for A303 upgrade 

HONITON MP Neil Parish has reassured local traders 
and commuters that money will be made available 
to fund improvements to the A303/A30 - and there 
are further plans in the pipeline to improve transport 
links between Honiton and the rest of the country. 

Speaking at a meeting of Honiton Chamber of 
Commerce recently, Mr Parish said he was expect¬ 
ing Government cash to be set aside for the project 
in the autumn of this year with proposals made for 
the work to start. 

Calls for the frequently congested road to be up¬ 
graded go back more than 20 years - and campaign¬ 
ers hope to see sections of the road converted from 
single to dual carriageways as part of the work. 

Environmental groups have protested that the du¬ 
alling of the road will spoil the natural beauty of the 
area, and funding constraints have contributed to 
progress stalling. 

But Mr Parish, who recently travelled the length of 
the road with Transport Minister Robert Goodwill 
MP to point out the problems, said he was “very 
keen” to start the work. 

He said: “The money is there and we are expecting 
a statement in the autumn with some actual cash 
and proposals for work to start. The road provides an 
important link for Honiton and it also feeds the south 
of Devon.” 


PARENTS of young children in Ottery St Mary have 
been assured that Devon County Council is “ab¬ 
solutely committed” to children’s centres and will not 
be “selling off” buildings, following a review into its 
provision of services. 

The county authority announced last month that it 
would be reviewing its approach to children’s cen¬ 
tres, with many buildings set to be closed and serv¬ 
ices targeted at families in the most deprived areas. 

Ottery’s centre, which currently provides family 
support services and play sessions for children 
under five, is among those outlined for closure, with 
up to 100 families set to be affected by the changes. 

And at a consultation event held in Ottery this 
week, parents were given the opportunity to ques¬ 
tion county council bosses on the changes. 

Speaking at the event. Councillor James Mclnnes, 
Devon County Council cabinet member with respon¬ 
sibility for children and young people’s services, said: 
“1 can assure parents in Ottery that we are absolutely 
committed to children’s centres and any change in 
this part of Devon would be two years away. 

“The council is facing financial difficulties and every 
area is having to be looked at, but we are in a unique 
position because the proposals will allow us to keep 
front line facilities open for children aged 0-5.”

Goviers of Sidmouth was hit by balaclava-clad 
burglars again in the early hours of Wednesday 
morning, when the offenders broke in through a 
boarded up door and stole valuable items of china 
and porcelain.

Seaton Tramway 
backs cat charity 


SEATON Tramway has put its 
double deck tram. No 12, back 
into service in support of the 
Cats Protection charity. 

The launch of 'Fluffy' was per¬ 
formed by Seaton Town Crier 
David Craner, and the cutting of 
the ribbon by Welfare Officer for 
Cats Protection, Jassy Barring¬ 
ton, who was dressed the part in 
a cat costume. 

The event had many cat- 
themed activities to help raise 
money for the charity such as, a 
tombola, children's colouring, cat 
inspired refreshments at the 
Tramstop Cafe and 'Dizzy Dim¬ 
ples'face painting. 

Cats Protction events co-ordi- 
nator, Sheila Down, said she "was 
proud to be launching the new 
tram" and agreed it would "help 
raise awareness for the hundreds 
of cats and kittens that need re¬ 
homing in the area each year." 

The tram had its first departure 
in its new livery from Seaton to 
Colyton and was driven by tram 
driver and volunteer for Cats Pro¬ 
tection, Noel Allan. 

Tram 12 dates from 1966 when 
it was built as a single deck tram 
at Eastbourne. It was re-gauged

on coming to Seaton in 1971 and 
then rebuilt as a double decker 
with open top deck in 1980. 

Finally it was restyled in 1999 by 
the addition of a Feltham style 
driver's cab and repainted in Lon¬ 
don Transport livery. 

London Transport's distinctive 
Feltham trams dating from the 
1930s were the most modern 
trams in the capital and after 
London abandoned trams in 
1952, many continued in service 
with Leeds Corporation Tram¬ 


ways. 

Tram 12 was also distinctively 
decorated in 1970s psychedelia in 
2010 to mark Seaton Tramway's 
40th anniversary of operating at 
Seaton. 

Cats Protection is the UK's 
leading feline welfare charity, res¬ 
cuing, rehoming and reuniting 
46,000 cats and kittens every 
year, through a network of over 
250 voluntary-run branches, 29 
adoption centres and two homing 
centres. 

The East Devon branch of Cats 
Protection is actively involved in 
the relaunch ceremony of tram 12 
and supporting events. 
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Tram chairman loses cancer battle 


SEATON Tramway chairman, 
Trevor Shears OBE, has died at the 
age of 69. 

Mr Shears passed away peacefully 
at his home in Newcastle on May 
10th surrounded by his family. 

He had been fighting a brave battle 
with metastatic liver cancer, diag¬ 
nosed just earlier this year. 

Trevor, bom in Ilkley, West York¬ 
shire, began his career as a trainee 
chartered accountant in his home 
town of Bradford. 

He entered the bus industry in 
1974 with Northern General Trans¬ 
port Company, moving to East 
Yorkshire Motor Services and re¬ 
turning to Northern General in 1979 
to become the company secretary, 
then finance director. 

It was during his time here that the 
bus industry was de-regulated, and 
became the Go-Ahead Group in 
1987. 

Go-Ahead floated on the stock 
market in 1994 and made Trevor a 
wealthy man, but in 1996 he decided 
to retire and spend more time with 
his wife, Lyn. 

The pair set up the Shears Eounda- 
tion, a charity to assist a range of ed¬ 
ucational, environmental, medical, 
social and arts projects, to which the 
couple donated more than half their 
wealth over the years. 

Trevor was quoted as saying: “I 
expected to be an accountant all my 
life with a reasonable middle-class 
sort of existence, but what happened 
since 1987 was not even a wild 
dream before then.” 

Trevor’s great and life-long pas¬ 
sion was for transport, and particu¬ 
larly Seaton Tramway with which 
he had a long and enduring relation¬ 
ship, even up until the middle of 


April this year which was to be his 
last visit. 

Having witnessed the catastrophic 
damage done to the Tramway’s 
track by the storms in Eebruary, 
Trevor’s last wish was to see how 
the repair work had been achieved 
and to see all his friends and col¬ 
leagues one last time. 

Managing director, Jenny Nunn, 
said: “We were so impressed that he 
managed to do this as he was really 
very ill and travelling all the way 
from Newcastle was a tremendous 
feat. 

“I know how much it meant to him 
to be able to make this journey and 
see everyone for the last time. 

“He was an extremely savvy busi¬ 
nessman and one of the Tramway’s 
most stalwart of supporters. 

“He loved coming to Seaton, espe¬ 
cially in August each year when he 
knew he had two whole weeks of 
bliss - driving trams! 

“Although it is a sad time for us, 
Trevor laid the foundations for the 
company’s future strategy and 
growth and it’s because of that we 
shall continue to be a successful and 
much-loved tourist attraction ap¬ 


pealing to people from far and 
wide.” 

In fact, Trevor first started at 
Seaton Tramway in the mid-1970s 
as a volunteer before being invited 
to join the board in 1989. 

He later became chairman but in 
the early noughties it was mainly at 
his instigation that the company de¬ 
signed, built and invested in three 
new additions to the Tramway fleet 
in order to meet the increased flow 
of visitors. 

In 2010, the company celebrated 
40 years of operation at Seaton and 
it was Trevor’s honour to take pride 
of place, alongside Brotherhood of 
Man on top of tram 12, in thanking 
the people of Seaton for all their 
support and good wishes over the 
years. 

It is with this vision that the com¬ 
pany has grown to be a major tourist 
attraction in East Devon today, at¬ 
tracting more than 90,000 visitors 
each year. 

Trevor is survived by his wife, 
Lyn, his two children from his first 
marriage, Amanda and Richard, his 
two step children, Mark and Louise, 
and seven grandchildren.

Carpet experts in day long symposium 


THOSE attending Axminster Heritage’s carpet 
symposium were treated to a day of two halves - 
history in the morning and the present day in the 
afternoon. 

Attendees included the Master of the Worshipful 
Company of Woolmen, representatives of other liv¬ 
ery companies and members of The National Trust. 

The symposium was held on Friday, May 9th, 
starting in Thomas Whitty House. 

Dr John Church, Axminster Heritage chairman, 
said: “Susan Lady Stern suggested this some 
months ago. She is now the expert on original 
Axminster carpets and she gave a fascinating paper 
on Thomas Whitty carpets in the time of the great 
architect Robert Adam, pointing out how he worked 
with Whitty so that the design of his plasterwork 
ceilings was replicated in the carpet much like a mir¬ 
ror image. 

“Heather Tetley, senior carpet conservator, fol¬ 
lowed up this with a talk on cleaning and repairing 
these 18 century carpets, which are now consid¬ 
ered to be wonderful works of art. 


“She recently conserved the two Axminster car¬ 
pets from Dumphries House, (made here in 1759 
only a few years after Whitty started his manufac¬ 
tory).’’ 

The final morning lecture was given by 
spinner,weaver and dyer Jane Dean, of The Wor¬ 
shipful Company of Dyers. 

She talked about vegetable dyes and the source 
for the varied colours, also describing how to ex¬ 
tract the blue from woad, yellow from weld and red 
from madder - and, how even today, some dyers 
use stale urine as a mordant. 

Dr Church added: “After lunch Axminster Carpets 
arranged an illustrated talk by Gary Bridge, who 
compared the old methods of designing on squared 
paper with the use of computer both for the design 
and the selection of colours at the loom when it is 
programmed by a disc. 

“The afternoon ended with a conducted tour 
around the factory, which was led with great enthu¬ 
siasm and knowledge by Josh Dutfield.’’

A BUMP on the head and involuntary bath couldn’t 
stop an Axminster-based GP and his paddling partner 
from setting a personal record at the Devizes to West¬ 
minster International Canoe Marathon during Easter. 

Team Dr Barry McKenna and Gary Wakley took part 
in the race for the sixth consecutive time and finished 
in 22 hours and two minutes - beating their previous 
best of 22 hours and eight minutes. 

Dr McKenna uses the race as a major fundraiser for 
Axminster-based counselling service ARC, of which he 
is the chairman. 

Fundraising from this year’s raise currently stands 
somewhere between £1,500 and £2,000, and Dr 
McKenna said: “The support has been absolutely bril¬ 
liant, both in terms of fundraising and the support crew 
during the race.” 

He credits relatively warm weather during the race 
and an increased focus on paddling technique during 
preparations for the fast time. 


But things didn’t go too well about seven hours into 
the race.Sporting a bruised forehead, he said: “You 
duck under low bridges but I mistimed one coming up 
and got knocked into the water. Stupid me.” 

A rudder also had to be repaired along the way after 
another mishap. 

The race has been held annually during Easter week¬ 
end since 1948, and has 77 portages (where vessels 
are carried around an obstacle in water or overland be¬ 
tween waterways) along its 125 miles. 

ARC was formed in 2007 by psychotherapist Cather¬ 
ine Davies, and is an independent body but integrated 
with the NHS mental health structure and referrals are 
made through Axminster Medical Practice.

ROBERT Julier, past president of Axminster Art Society, 
gave members a fascinating and informative demonstra¬ 
tion of the development of new approaches to painting 
and the development of “isms”. 

It started with Paul Cezanne who used blocks of colour 
to build up his paintings such as “Mont Sainte-Victoire” 
(1902). 

This founded the school of impressionism. Pablo Pi¬ 
casso, Georges Brugue and many others then further de¬ 
constructed and fragmented the painted image, giving rise 
to cubism. Later subjects were viewed from different an¬ 
gles and each image was integrated into one picture. 

Next came the portrayal of movement such as that seen 
in “Nude Descending a Staircase” by Marcel Duchamp. 

In the pre-war years technology was making its mark 
on lifestyle, giving rise to dynamic paintings such as 
“Speeding Auto” by Giacomo Balta. 

Cubism remained a basis to these paintings but move¬ 
ment had no vertical lines. Swirling movement was por¬ 
trayed by vorticism. Colours and shapes swirled around

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FIRST, word from Geoffrey Walsh, a member of the 
Minster Team, Axminster: 

My earliest memories of church are being in the pew 
alongside Mum and Dad playing with my Dinky car up 
and down the book shelf.

behavioural therapy (CBT) are common treatments for 
stress and anxiety disorders and can be very effective in 
changing thinking and responses. 

In contrast with CBT and in may ways very similar to 
Hypnosis Mindfulness and mindfulness-based therapies 
(MBTs) seek to change the relationship between the 
anxious person and his or her thoughts.

THIS week official fig¬ 
ures from the Office for 
National Statistics (ONS) 
reported that UK house 
prices had risen by 8% in 
the year to the end of 
March 2014.

AXMOUTH United made a great start 
and dominated right from the early 
exchanges, playing some fluent foot¬ 
ball which created several early 
chances.
